— patent, may be gatisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a eettier hae obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner ores- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent mays 
be satisfied by residence upon tho 
first homestead, if the seoond home- 
stead is in the vieintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residenoe upon farming land owned 
by him in the. vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said lanp‘.. 

The term “vicinity used above ie 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 2, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head uf “stock, with 
buildings ror their accom modation, 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead.

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers
